Cable dispatches state that 
applications for Injunctions against air­ 
ship owners and actions for trespass by 
aggrieved land owners are not unlikely 
proceedings in the near future, by rea­ 
son of the ¡and owner's exclusive right 
to tiie free enjoy ment of the air over 
and above the four corners of his hold­ 
ing. 
In America the common law is the 
English common law. 
Sooner or later, 
therefore, tlds new airship problem may 
confront us. 
We have had our atten­ 
tion directed to the day when the free 
air would tie tlie unrestricted area of 
travel and transportation—at least of 
travel for the adventurous. 
Rut a dif­ 
ferent asjieet now presents itself. Law­ 
makers of the gray wolf variety who 
are farsighted and have looked deject­ 
edly on the ultimate loss of opportunity 
for graft from railroads and 
street- 
using 
corporations 
may 
take 
heart. 
There y et may 1 
m* "something doing" 
in the form of aerial franchises, con­ 
demnation proceedings and the granting 
of airship privileges. 
A really practical 
suggestion, however, arises in connec­ 
tion with the application of the old 
English maxim to the smoke nuisance. 
The land owner who has the right to 
uninterrupted enjoy ment of 
the 
air 
above his holdings is positively men­ 
aced by trespassing smoke 
He doesn’t 
n<*ed to stay awake nights worry ing 
about airships.

fertilizer, and he thinks the supply Is 
sufficient to keep miners busy for fifty 
or sixty y ears. 
As Ills vessel approached the island 
Mr. 
Nishlhata saw a cloud of birds 
hovering over it, nnd he found Inter 
that they were of a species which the 
Japanese call osadori. 
These birds 
abound there in great numbers and are 
counted among the valuable resources 
of the Island, as there is a good m a r­ 
ket for their plumage In Europe, par­ 
ticularly In France 
T rade In these 
feathers has already begun, and they 
are the first of the island's resources 
to l>e shipped to Europe. 
The flora is tropical, but the island 
seems to be fairly healthful. 
No rep- 
tlb*s or venomous Insects can be found, 
and the only quadruped th at the island 
seems to possess is a variety of rat 
a b o u t the size of a rabbit.

After poisoning his wife, Lena, with 
a powder which is is believed he gave 
to her during the night, Nassid Ab­ 
dullah Shibley, a Syrian, who had been 
practicing as a lawyer in New York 
City, killed himself recently in their 
apartm ents on 
the sixth door of 
a 
building in the upper part of that city. 
The bodies of 
Shibley and 
his wife 
were found lying side by side in bed, 
and a letter left by tile man removed 
all possible doubt as to his responsibil­ 
ity for the double crime. 
It is a shocking affair, yet no more 
so than many others of a similar na­ 
tu re that happen all 
too frequently. 
We are living at high pressure. 
In­ 
stead of taking time for calm reflec­ 
tion, such as would lead to well or­ 
dered lives, we plunge madly ahead, 
like 
racing 
automobiles, 
foolishly 
daring death to make the curves and 
win out. 
All moral restraint is flung

Itut these toilers in sin are 
sure of their wage.

other shocking crime, like th a t com­ 
mitted by Shibley. 
The most important feature of this 
double crime is the

(loaded by his wife’s mode of 
living to a desperation th a t could in­ 
flict the double death, this man, just 
before plunging into eternity, penned 
a bitter arraignm ent of wanton pleas­ 
ure stokers and added a warning that 
should be promptly heeded.

writing, read: 
“Maybi* I am insane; maybe not.

have loved my wile with a love that

the men of America cut out of their 
lives the artificial life, the restaurant 
life, the smoking and drinking, among 
women especially, sud such ends 
sis 
this will never la*. 
“Breed in tin1 little girls the love of 
borne so they may see and hr oh I their 
children into women. 
I nm happy, no 
temp tilt ion can 
ever reach my loved 
w ife; no stags1, no restaurant, no

tomobiles* which

Some That Have Become Fam iliar 
to All Theaterftorra. 
Some of the stock 
absurdities of 
stage business familiar to every the­ 
atergoer have become artistic functions 
which not even the spirit of progress 
in realism would 
dare to challenge. 
The maid, for instance, whost* business 
it is to dust the furniture, enters with 
a duster which has never lost a feather 
and makes straight for some article 
which will get her into the first suc­ 
ceeding picture or situation. 
The gen­ 
eral rule is that both she and the stage 
director have thought more about the 
immediate business of her p a r t ; so she 
attacks one leg of a chair and dusts it 
into splinters, while the mantelpiece. 
piano, table and woodwork groan and 
grunt in vain for their share of caress­ 
ing. 
Lsing tile telephone on the stage is 
nearly always a 
piece of absurdity 
The player puts tilt* receiver to ins ear, 
instantly gives tin* number and as in­ 
stantly gets ins connection. 
Excepting 
in comedy there never was the least 
trouble getting neutral, there 
never 
was the slightest delay in making a n ­ 
nection, the call was aways answered 
promptly, aud no third 
party 
ever 
crossed In on the wire! 
Delightful to 
contemplate, but absurd as to fact.

The maidens in the case, be­ 
ing far removed from canoe life 
in 
daily practice, paddle this particular 
canoe after 
their own conception of 
how a canoe should bo paddled. 
One 
waves her paddle as slit* would a fail. 
giacefully and with languor— for is not 
tin* audience watching? 
Another ener­ 
getically thrusts her paddle in to tile 
haft, while a third hacks w ater so vio­ 
lently and erratically that, if it were 
a real canoe on a real lake, the logical 
sequence of events would lead quickly 
to Ii swimming match of a drowning 
event.

There is No Troth In the Story so 
Font): Believed. 
Hector Fleischmun, a German writer, 
flatly denies the usual story of the 
origin of tile instrument of execution 
which was named for Dr. Guillotin In 
the day of 
the reign of 
terror 
in 
France. 
“There is no 
truth in the 
story which 
lias so 
long been 
be­ 
lieved.” 
Fleischinan 
says, “that 
the 
genial old physician invented the m a­ 
chine which was named for him and 
by means of which he is said to have 
lost his life shortly after its adoption. 
Guillotin, in 
keeping 
with the spirit 
of his time. proposed on October IO. 
1789. that ail offenders, regardless of 
their birth or station, should he dealt 
with alike by tile law, and six months 
later he proposed to the government 
that convicted m urderers should he be­ 
headed 
by means of 
a ‘simple ap­ 
iin rat us.’ 
“The mechanism of which he and no 
one else had any idea at that 
time 
was spoken of as the ‘simple appa­ 
ra tu s’ by tho humorists of 
the 
day, 
and the phrase was ust*d to make its 
proposer 
ridiculous, so 
that 
when a 
machine finally was adopted the wits 
of the time named it guillotine. 
The 
government, evidently recognizing the 
value of 
the suggestion, asked 
one 
Antonine 
Louis, a 
surgeon 
a t 
the 
Sa I pet r iere. to devise a machine and 
later gave a similar order to a car­ 
penter by the name of Guidon, who 
offered to construct an instrument for 
decapitation for 5,600 livres. 
“This was 
considered too 
high a 
price and tile contract was given to a 
German cabinetmaker by the name of 
Tobias 
Schmidt, 
who 
received 
S24 
livres for the accepted model In 1792. 
Schmidt made guillotines for all the 
provinces and the 
industry brought 
him 
a 
moderate 
fortune, which 
he 
proceeded to squander iii Paris, while 
Dr. Guillotin. who never had anything 
to do with the making of the machine 
which 
bore 
his name, 
continued 
to 
practice 
his 
profession 
quietly 
and 
unostentatiously 
in 
Paris 
until 
he 
died there on March 26, 1814.”

In Hic following year 
Ebenezer died and Samuel came into 
tile accumulated fortunes. 
The surviving brother continued to 
prosper. 
Being of simple 
tastes 
his 
yearly 
expenditures never 
exceeded 
$800 a year and when bt* entertained 
his frientls he did tile ct toking. Having 
no family he became possessed of a de­ 
sire to so leave Ins great fortune that 
it would prove a benefit to humanity 
anti serve to perpetuate his name. 
He projected tin* Samuel Wood Hos­ 
pital 
and 
Medical 
Institution 
and 
na met I a number of distinguished men 
as trustees, 
among 
them 
Edward 
Schenek. mentioned above, was tile sole 
survivor. 
When Samuel Wood died in 1875 his 
estate was estimated to he worth $6,- 
000,000. 
The legislature chartered the 
institution, but while the preliminaries 
were in progress carne the news that 
ids nephew and only relative, Abram 
Hewlett, intended to contest the will. 
Litigation was carried on year after 
year for a quarter of a century 
Then 
the receiver who had been appointed 
to care for the estate announced that 
every dollar of the $6,000,000 was gone 
—divided up among the lawyers and 
exhausted in court expenses. 
Hewlett 
never received a cent and Wood’s hope 
to leave a monument to his name fail­ 
ed of fruition.

ator Salem Clark, Democrat, of Indi­

p laces at p rim ary elections. 
The oth­ 
er p rovides for a reg istration sy stem 
to’ ap p ly to every p recinct in state and 
national camp aig ns and to all cities 
of 5.000 and over in city elections. 
The fig ht on the metrop olitan p olice 
law, the rep eal of which was also ad-| fourteen” lo s ta rt with 
vocated by Governor Marshall, was 
op ened in the senate by Senator Mc­ 
Culloug h 
of 
Madison 
county , 
who 
would vest the p ower of making ap ­ 
p ointments in the may ors instead of 
the g overnor. 
Along the line of economy in the 
house Sp eaker Honan p ut the m em ­ 
bers on their honor not to use p ostag e 
stam p s for any thing but letters. 
The 
announcement w as made following the 
introduction of a resolution by R ep re­ 
sentative G arrard of Knox county to 
ap p rop riate $1,500 for the p urchase of 
stamp s for house business. 
The constitutional am endm ent of­ 
fered was by Senator Hawkins of Jay 
county , and p rovides that the p rop erty 
of p ersons owning not more than $300 
worth of tax able p rop erty should be 
ex emp ted from tax ation entirely , and 
th at the p rop erty of soldiers, their 
widows and orp hans should be ex emp t­ 
ed up to $1.000. 
In order that this p ro­ 
vision 
m ig ht 
become 
effective 
it 
would, under the constitution, have to 
p ass at two sessions of the g eneral 
assembly , then win at a g eneral elec­ 
tion. 


Will Sig n University Bonds. 


Governor Marshall announced last 
nig ht that he would sig n the Vin­ 
cennes university bonds, 
which the 
state issued in accordance with the 
action of the last leg islature, to reim ­ 
burse the p eop le of Vincennes 
for 
g round which it is alleg ed the state 
confiscated y ears ag o from the old 
Vincennes university . 
These bonds Governor Hanly stead 
fastlv refused to sig n. 
He vetoed the 
bill which p rovided for their issuance, 
and the leg islature p assed the bill over 
his veto. 
Southern Indiana p eop le 
censured Governor Hanly severely for 
his refusal to carry out the p rovisions 
of the bill. 
Governor M arshall will wait thirty 
day s before he sig ns the bonds. 
In 
the m eantim e any tax p ay er will have j 
the rig ht to bring a suit to enjoin the 
g overnor from his contemp lated ac­ 
tion. 
The am ount of the bonds is 
$120,548 , p ay able in ten y ears.

Automa tic Sa w Sha rpe ne r. 
One of the most ingenious pieces 
of 
machinery of modern invention is the 
saw' sharpener, which not only rapidly 
and accurately sharpens circular sawrs 
of varying diameters and pitch, but 
does it automatically. 
The saw to be 
ground is keyed to a horizontal shaft, 
which is slowly revolved, bringing 
each tooth in turn under the emery 
wheel. This emery wheel has two mo­ 
tions, one a circular motion and the 
other oscillating motion, which enable 
the grinder to cut one edge of the 
tooth and then the other. 
This is ac­ 
complished by a most ingenious sys­ 
tem of levers and cams. 
One of these 
levers has a turn buckle by means of 
■which any desired pitch can be given 
the teeth. 
The emery wheel can be 
raised or lowered to suit the diameter 
of the saw. 
The operation of this de­ 
vice is so simple that a saw can be 
keyed to the shaft, adjusted ‘and the 
machine started* in a remarkably short 
time, and when once in operation no 
attention whatever is necessary. 


Wa te rproof Mitts . 
The five or ten cent cotton mitts 
which are so largely bought by work­ 
ingmen may be waterproofed by dip­ 
ping them in melted paraffin, or, if a 
thinner coat is preferred and only on 
the palm of the mitts, melted paraffin 
may be brushed over their surface. 
For handling damp bricks, for work­ 
ing with plaster or cement, paraffin 
mitts are far superior to the original. 
Women will find them valuable when 
scrubbing iioors, sotting out plants, 
and so forth. 
Leather gloves for use 
by farmers in hauling damp corn fod­ 
der or any material that is wet may 
be waterproofed in the same way. 
The coating of paraffin may be re­ 
newed as often as the surface needs It. 
Mitts and gloves—even boots for ditch­ 
ers—treated with paraffin last longer, 
because the water can do them little 
damage. 
The comfort the wearer ex­ 
periences by using waterproofed mitts 
or gloves, says the Scientific Ameri­ 
can, far outweighs the bother of melt­ 
ing and applying the paraffin. 


Bluefleld, W. Va., Jan. 13.—Again 
the earth trembled and that unknown 
substance in which there is more dead­ 
ly energy and destruction to the atom 
than in tons of dynamite, let go in the 
mines of the Lick Branch colliery and 
snuffed out more than one hundred 
lives. 
It was the same mine where 
two weeks ago to a day fifty -miners 
were killed by a similar explosion. 
There came like the sound of thun­ 
der a mighty rumbling in the earth 
which reverberated along the miles of 
corridors and air passages crowded 
with those who worked there. 
Above 
the tons of earth and stone that lay 
between the workings and the moun­ 
tain’s crown giant trees quivered from 
the force of the concussion and from 
the mine mouth the forces of the earth 
set free, belched forth a cloud of flame, 
soot, dust and debris, heavy timbers, 
broken mine cars and even a massive 
motor used to haul the heavy laden 
cars from the depths. 
Scarcely had the detonation died 
away before a throng of terrorized 
women and children rushed to the 
mine mouth and implored those there 
to allow them to aid in the effort to 
save some of their loved ones who 
might still be alive within. Mine Fore­ 
man Bowers and a couple of miners, 
who were near the 
entrance, were 
blown from their feet, but managed to 
crawl out safely. 
A rescue party or­ 
ganized on the moment rushed into 
the smoking mines, but were driven 
back by the fumes of the after gases. 
A train was rushed from this city to 
the scene of the disaster some twenty- 
five miles away, carrying bratticing 
and other material to be used in the j 
work of exploration and rescue. 
The 
debris from the explosion of two weeks 
ago had not been cleared away and 
twenty men were 
engaged in this 
work; 
The explosion was in a differ 
ent part of the mine from that of two 
I weeks ago. 
Since that catastrophe 
the mine has been inspected by gov­ 
ernment officials and by the most, ex* 
j 
perienced mine men in fhe region, and i 
all. it is said, expressed the opinion 
that it was safe. 
A Tate estimate of the number of 
men entombed is more than a hundred, i 
I That all of them are dead there can 
be no doubt. The fire in the mine and 
the deadly gases, to say nothing of the j 
! awful force of the explosion, precludes 
any chance of rescuing any of the men 
| alive. 
The main entry of the mine is four 
miles long, running from one side of 
the mountain to the other. 
Debris 
1 was blown from both entries, which 
gives some idea of the tremendous 
force of the explosion.

Few persons in New* Y’ork realize that 
negroes from Africa are coming to Mas- 
i sachusetts in considerable numbers year 


j by year, says the New York Evening 
Post. 
During the five years to January 
1, 19 B8, about 3500 colored immigrants 
| entered the port of New Bedford, while 


i ttie number entering that port during the 
We headed l,ast 
months exceeds 1000. 
1 
These negroes come from 
the 
Cape 
Verde islands, which lie ubout 300 miles 
off the west coast of Africa. They are 
more or less mixed with the Portuguese 
and call themselves 
“Portagee,” 
the 
name by which the Azorean immigrants 
wide " Jm are scattered about Cape Cod towns, 
are also k nown. The fact that both peo­ 
ples are from Portuguese territory, and 
call themselves by the same name, gives 
rise to the popular notion, even in the 
minds of many among whom they settle, 
that both are but slight variations of the 
same racial stock . 
There is, however, a wide difference 
between 
the 
immigrants 
from 
the 
Azores and those from the Cape Verde 
Islands. 
The former are of pure Latin 
descent, with perhaps a slight strain of 
other European blood, due to their be­ 
ing 
a 
maritime 
people. 
The 
Cape 
Verders—or Bra vans—as they are some­ 
times called, from the name of their 
chief city—are either 
negroes or 
ne­ 
groids, the latter from mixture with 
the Portuguese settlers, and in particu­ 
lar, the Portuguese garrison, in the is­ 
lands. 
Some time ago the people of Norwich 
protested against the admission of Cape 
Verders to the public schools. 
In some 
of the Cape Cod towns the colored set­ 
tlers lum ber from 10 to 20 per cent, of 
the population. 
Warehum, a small Cape 
town, contains more than four hundred 
Cape Verders, most of whom form a 
separate colony k nown as Fogo, from 
the Cape Verde town of that name. The 
reason for the present influx of Africans 
is a drought in the islands and scarcity 
of food. 
Unlik e the Azoreans, who come to 
Boston in the White Star steamships 
that touch at Punta Delegadu, the Cape 
Verders sail across the 3500 miles of 
ocean in little schooners of 200 tons’ 
burden, tak ing from a month to fifty 
days for the passage. 
Because of the 
regulation which requires a ship to carry 
u physician if tifty or more passengers 
are aboard, these schooners

ica—gnarled, k notty stick s that are piled 
on deck in the lee of the deck house, with 
an axe and chopping block near at hand. 
Provisioning of the schooners 
is 
also 
done on the mainland, ami consists in 
addition to the animals, principally of 
coarse rice, which the cook is obliged 
to pick over, as it is procured with hulls 
and k ernels. 
Returning to the Cape Verdes from 
America, the schooners carry furniture, 
oars, oil, logwood, flour, dress goods, 
hominy, black ing, washboard*, and even 
cordwood for use in the islands, their 
own timber supply having been depleted. 
The 
Cape 
Verde 
immigrants either 
settle in the tenement district of New 
Bedford, where there are some 1800 of 
them, or else 
g o down the Cape, there to 
find work at the sawmills or on the cran­ 
berry bogs. 
This latter work seems to 
he almost entirely given over to the 
Cape Verders, and explains their large 
numbers in towns lik e VVarehatn, Carver 
and Harwich. 
Some of them return to 
Africa in the fall in tne same manner 
in which they came, but many become 
permanent residents, often securing a 
small patch of Jund and building a shack 
in which to live. 
There ore cases of 
highly respected Cape Verders. one of 
whom,

Children of three and four years of 
age may eat almost any plain food that 
is given to adults. 
The quantity for 
them would be less, and meat should be 
given not oftener than once a day. 
A list of things forbidden includes veal 
and pork in any form except broiled 
bacon. Pastry, rich desserts of any k ind, 
unripe or overripe fruit, 
cabbage, tur­ 
nips, celery uneooued, shell fish and any 
tried foods should be eliminated. 
Break fast may consist 
of 
any thor­ 
oughly cook ed cereal 
with 
sugar 
and 
cream, preferably, but milk will do, an 
egg poached on toast, or coddled, and a 
slice of bread. 
This may be varied with 
n tablespoonful of finely chopped meat, 
or some broiled fish. 
Every morning 
there should be a cup of milk or cocoa, 
the latter being better as cool weather 
comes on. 
Dinner must l>e in the middle of the 
da}’, and may consist of a piece of rare 
meat, unless chick en is given, ami that 
must be cook ed thoroughly. Any meat 
should be cut fine, and children taught 
to masticate it. 
A little fat is to be 
left in. 
One green vegetable, with hom­ 
iny. rice or bak ed potatoes, is required 
with the meat. 
A simple sw’eet, such as 
gelatine, custard, bread or rice pudding, 
stewed fruits, blnnc mange or cornstarch 
and ice cream mak e the dessert. 
Supper had better be given not later 
than 5 o’clock , and may be composed 
of broth with milk toast, or a cereal of 
any k ind, or bread and butter with a 
center piece little apple sauce or jam.

Thin muslin lingerie waists may be 
' starched and ironed at once without dry- 
' ing otherwise than with the iron. 
The 
: starch :s made by simply dissolving a 
little iu luk ewarm water and dipping the 
garment into it. wringing it out at once, 
and rolling it up in a dry towel or cloth. 
In ten minutes it is ready to iron. 
A 
bit of paraffin wax, which comes ready 
for this purpose, should be rubbed over 
the hot iron to prevent the starch stick ­ 
ing to its surface, but the irons must 
be clean before heating. 
When heated 
directly over the flanu* of the gas they 
are uj>t to be smok ed, hence several 
thick nesses of newspaper may be on the 
table or floor to clean off this soot, und 
the iron run over a clean paper after 
waxing. 
The cuffs and sleeves of a shirtwaist 
are iron« ! first, then the collar, and 
lastly, the body. 
The iron should In* 
fairly hot, but not scorching, ami the 
cloth must be pressed dry to retain its 
stiffness and finish. 
If the board se­ 
lected is fairly large it can be used for 
almost any other garment, but a sheet 
folded to a quarter of the full siz* 
pad a table for larger articles, thus ex­ 
pediting the work . 
A person who is naturally neat ami 
deft will be able to accomplish most of 
her own laundry work at a great sav­ 
ing. 
She can also freshen mussed gar­ 
ments by pressing them 
as 
needed, 
which k eeps them clean longer. 
Such an 
outfit is found useful for many purpose*, 
(’loth garments are readily mended by 
using a rubber tissue which requires a 
warm iron to melt, thus forming a ce­ 
ment to fix an invisible patch under­ 
neath without sewing.

mended article is raw ami unfinished 
w ithout pressing.

For salmon and peas, butter a bak ing

A Modern Whaling Plant. 
Had 
it not been for this rapid fire 
method of whaling it would not have 
been possible for Hoy (’. Andrews, an 
assistant to the curator of the depart­ 
ment of mammalogy and ornithology of 
the American Museum of Natural His­ 
tory in New York to obtain a compre­ 
hensive series of 
observations 
of the 
characteristics of whales in the course 
o f 
a summer jaunt. 
He left New York the 
latter part of April and visite*! the whal­ 
ing stations of Vancouver island and of 
Admiralty island, off the coast of Alus- 
k a. saw between 2<M» aud 300 whales, 
and obtained 
several 
hundred 
photo­ 
graphs. 
A modern plant for whaling consists 
of a land station 
near 
the 
feeding 
grounds and a steamer lot* feet long. 
The station is equipped with machinery 
for drawing out the whales and cutting 
them up into manageable sections, ren­ 
dering pots and apparatus for the drying 
of the flesh by means of hot air. Tho 
dried flesh is used in the manufacture of 
fertilizer. 
The steamer is equipped with 
a crow’s nest, a gun for firing tin* bomb 
with its attached 1 in«*, air pumps for 
blowing up the whale so that it will 
float tint il the shore is reached, quar­ 
ters fo r a dozen or more men and tow­ 
ing apparatus. 
“Bob” Near Shore. 
In the capture of whales it is only nec­ 
essary to run out from shore a distance 
of 1 <m» miles or less. 
This is the limit 
of the cruising ground. 
No attempt is 
made to tak e a whale unless it is feed­ 
ing. as otherwise its movements would 
be so uncertain as to mak e the chances 
of losing it too numerous for profit. 
“Bobbing for whale” is not such a 
difficult operation as one might think . 
Frond in his strength, he pays no atten­ 
tion to the approaching steamer if he 
chance to he feeding, but continues the 
priK’ess of suck ing in tin* millions of 
three-quarter-inch shrimps which consti­ 
tute his daily repast, until he is disturbed 
by an unusual and painful internal sen­ 
sation.

Obtained Photographs.

REVIVAL OF 
PAISLEY 
SHAWLS. 
The present revival of the Paisley 
designs recalls the rage for these pat­ 
terns during the middle of the last 
century. We see them at present on 
gowns of chiffon or shantung or even 
cloth, while in linen also beautiful 
effects are to be found. 
Rut to those who are familiar with 
the old design the present-day im ita­ 
tions are deplorably lacking in the 
delicacy and beauty of 
the 
former 
patterns, which were then chiefly dis­ 
played on the shaw ls. 
The designs 
on these were, of 
course, 
adapted 
from those shawls first brought from 
the east by Napoleon 
during 
his 
Egyptian campaign. 
They 
became 
th e rage, chiefly because they afford­ 
ed a little extra warm th over 
the 
skimpy muslin dresses that were the 
inspiration of the much-talked-of di­ 
rected^ gowns of today. 
The E m ­ 
press Josephine had a collection of 
about 500 of these 
shawls. 
Huge 
prices were paid for them, and even 
when they began to be made in E ng­ 
land as much as 300 or 400 pounds 
would be given for 
a 
hand woven 
Paisley shawl, while 25 or 30 pounds 
would not be considered much for a 
machine-made one. 
Designing such as was employed 
upon thsee shawls is an art unknown 
today, and many brilliantly clever ar­ 
tists were engaged upon it. 
One of the designs was tinted to 
represent bronze; in another the tu r­ 
quoise and s a p p h ic shades of blue 
were combined with glorious effect. 
The patterns were kept very sim ­ 
ple and strictly Oriental, but eventu­ 
ally such anomalies as tartan 
and 
shepherds’ plaids, and little 
medal­ 
lions containing bunches 
of 
rose* 
were introduced, and very soon the
